The right and center wings of 


the German army of invasion in 
France is gradually withdrawing 
and the left wing stoutly resisting 
the advance of the allies, accord- 
ing to the best obtainable informa- 
tion today. 


The German Crown Prince ap- 


pears to be holding his own in the 
vicinity of Verdun. 


The capture by the Germans of 


a fortified position southwest of 
Verdun and a battle between Paris 
and the river Marne described in 
a report from the German head- 
quarters have been noticed -ear- 
lier in press dispatches. 


The British statement reviews 


the operations of the British in 
France from September 4 to 10, 
but reveals nothing new. 


An official communication is- 


sued at Paris at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon at Paris time, declares 
that the Germans are "retreat- 
ing everywhere.' "They are," it 
ia added, "abandoning 
all posi- 


tions which they established to 
cover a possible retreat." 


Reports concerning the fighting 


ia Russian Poland and Galicia are 
conflicting-. It appears that the 
Austrians have met serious revers- 
es, but continued struggles, estab- 
lish that they have not been com- 
pletely overwhelmed by the Rus- 
sians. 


Still less is denifitely known of 


the operations in east Prussia. Ac- 
cording to advices from Petro- 
grad a Russian army is before the 
capital Koenigsberg, but official 
advises two days ago stated that 
Prussian forces were bombarding 
Koenigsbiirg.

been admitted in Petrograd was

Supreme and Climatic Battle of War 


' Expected Shortly A* German 


Eerce* Are Still Intact.

London, Sept. 14.—The first stage 


or the battle of the Marne which from 
the numbers of lighting men engaged, 
the extent of trie line of battle and 
the terrific slaughter w perhaps cor- 
rectly described as "the battle of the 
ages," appears to have been won by 
the French and British armies, but the 
main Germany army is still Intact 
and the supreme clash is still to come. 


Desperate Battlci Coming. 


The present week may see even 


more desperate encounters than any 
that have yet taken place. Metz, the 
capital of .Lorraine, and the chain of 
forts extending to DedeuhofT on the 
Moselle, seventeen 
miles north of 
Metz, form a-strong pivot for the Ger- 
man left, while the river courses and 
the dense forests on the frontier, to- 
gether with the strategic roads, give 
the German army of invasion now in 
retreat, a splendid opportunity for de- 
fensive action, should the French pur- 
suit extend this far.

NEW WIRELESS IDEA 


PROVES SUCCESSFUL 


Belolt College Man Slid to 
Have 


Communicated 
From 
Train* 
; Without Wireless Tower*. 


According to word from Beloit, the 
experiments of Prof. C. A. Culver, 
head of the college physics depart- 
ment, who has been conducting rail- 
road wireless 
telegraphy 
signaling 
and message transmission from Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, passen- 
ger trains running out of Janesville, 
the trials have been highly success- 
ful and encouraging to Prof. Culver. 
The idea being worked upon by the 
Beloit man.IB to eliminate transmis- 
sion towers at stations when, wireless 
is used for dispatching and sending 
messages to and from moving trains. 
The towers are huge frameworks of 
steel erected along the railroad right- 
of-way at intervals of from one to 
three hundred miles. Considerable 
financial investment is represented in 
each framework and as yet the advisa- 
bility of railway wireless installation 
does not warrant the cost of tower 
erection. 
When working here Prof. Culver in- 
stalled his station In the last car of 
the Davis Junction passenger trains. 
He had no receiving apparatus, but 
there was one located at the Beloit 
depot. The traveling station consist- 
ing; of a transmitter 
and one of Edi- 
son's latest storage batteries, an in- 
strument of great energy storing ca- 
pacity. He grounded a "wire to tie 
coach truck after it passend through, 
the window from his apparatus. His 
aerial also was brought through, the 
window and strung along the top of 
the four coaches of the train.
